Showdown 
over Soccer 

With the Bradford Soccer Club deep in debt, 
the Town of Bradford West Gwillimbury has 
announced steps “to ensure the children 
in Bradford West Gwillimbury are able to 
participate in a full soccer program in 2013.” 

But only if the current Board of Directors is 
replaced, and a new Board prepares a solid 
financial plan, to address not only the money 
currently owed, but operations heading into 
2013 and beyond. 

In a press release dated September 11, the 
Town stated, “Until these conditions are met, 
the Bradford Soccer Club will not have use of the 
Town’s facilities.” 

It’s not just the Town that is owed money by 
the Soccer Club - arrears totalling over $22,000, 
plus HST. The Bradford Sports Dome claims 
that it is owed $55,000 for the 2011-12 season, 
and the Huronia District Soccer Association, 
the club’s governing body, is owed an estimated 
$30,000. 

The failure to pay player registration fees to the 
HDSA could result in the Club not being able 
to field competitive/travel teams for the 2013 
season. 

The Town charges the club on a per registrant 
basis - a format that has been in place since 
2003. The fee, which started at $14 per player, 
has gradually increased over 9 years, to $21 per 
player - out of the total player registration fee 
of $190 levied by the Club. The press release 
noted, “The Town deems this to be a reasonable 
contribution to the overall cost of providing 
soccer fields and related services and fully 
expects this fee to be paid in full at a time 
mutually agreed upon.” 

The Municipality is calling on the general 
membership of the Club to step in - and 
offering the assistance of Town staff “to assist 
the Club with its challenges," and “ensure that 
the Bradford Soccer Club successfully exists for 
2013 and beyond so that soccer for over 1,000
